The Cheshire Bank at Keene, New Hampshire, has increased its capital 
stock, by act of the Legislature, from $75,000 to $100,000. 


The new Constitution proposed for the people of Missouri, is so framed as to 
exclude, rather than induce, Bank capital to that State. This is one of the con- 
sequences of placing the legislative enactments under the control of mere polit- 
ical partizans, instead of men with liberal and enlarged viows, and free from 
party bias. Banks have unquestionably done some harm, and individuals have 
suffered severely from them ; but we must not lose sight of the fact, that what 
one man loses another gains. The Bank capital squandered in the States of JI- 
linois, Missouri, Mississippi, Alabama, &c., has produced largely its good. 
The money is still there, circulating, like the human blood, through its proper 
channels. So it is with the two hundred millions borrowed from Europe, and in- 
vested in the Railroads and Canals of Maryland, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana; 
&c. These investments have done incalculable benefit to the States where the 
improvements have been made. The capital is there—working its immense good, 
day by day, year after year: and Indiana is borrowing more, to carry into per- 
fection one of the great works originally undertaken. 

The policy of Missouri on this subject is against all well-founded theories. 
She should offer the strongest inducements for, rather than furnish obstacles to, 
the importation of capital ; whether in the shape of Bank capital or Commer- 
cial capital ; it is one and the same thing. It finds its way, whether through a 
Bank ora mercantile firm, to the miner and the agriculturist ; to the pork-packer 
and to the wheat-grower. It is folly in our opinion to say, as the Legislature of 
Missouri now does, that capital shall not be invested in Bank stocks. Missouri 
also enacts that no individual or corporation shall pass a Bank note, of less de- 
nomination than five dollars, under a severe penalty! Does it not strike the 
sense of every reflecting man, that such laws are impracticable—utterly void? 
and that their effects, if amy, are prejudicial? If a law cannot be carried into 
effect, it is an evil. Such is the case with the absurd law passed by the Legis- 
lature of Missouri ; and sooner or later it will be erased from the statutes. The 
sense of the people is against it. As well might the Legislature enact that no 
individual should pass a negotiable note for less than one hundred dollars—nor 
wear a vest of less dimensions than a certain prescribed size—nor issue a news- 
paper of any other than certain prescribed dimensions, 

These things will rectify themselves in time, and we look forward to the estab- 
lishment in Missouri of a larger number of Banking institutions within a few 
years. The growth of that State, and particularly its commercial emporium, 
will require more extensive facilities than the present laws provide for commer- 
cial and manufacturing purposes. 


The Table on our second page, showing the Population, &c., of each State, 
requires some explanation, to those who are not familiar with the internal trade 
of the States. The entire Foreign Exports of the whole country, for the year 
1844, were $11 1,200,000, according to the official Treasury Report. The large 


amount ($30,500,000,) exported at New Orleans, the only shipping port in 
Louisiana, includes the cotton, wheat, flour, tobacco, lead, &c., of all the States 


in the Mississippi Valley ; in which we include the States of Ohio, Kentucky, 
Indiana, Llinois, Mississippi, Arkansas, Iowa, Tennessee and Missouri. The 
exports of Michigan and parts of Ohio, Kentucky, Indiana and Wisconsin, are 
included in the exports of New York, whence they are finally shipped for foreign 
The time is to come when we can show the relative production of each 


State—derived from official sources or authentic reports. Such statistics would 


indicate the comparative wealth of the respective States, and be very useful in 
many points of view.

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Docks of Liverpool. 
For the security of the Shipping in the port of Liverpool, and for the greater 

facility in loading and unloading merchandize, an immense range of docks and 
warehouses, extending nearly two miles along the eastern bank of the Mersey, 
has been constructed on a scale of unparallelled magnificence, and forming one 
of those characteristics of commercial greatness in which Liverpool is unri- 
valied. The docks are of three kinds: the wet docks, the dry docks, and the 
graving docks. The wet docks are chiefly for ships of great burden employed, 
in the foreign trade, and which float in them at all states of the tide, the water | 
being retained by gates ; the dry docks so called because they are left dry when 
the tide is out, are chiefly appropriated to coasting vessels ; and the graving 
docks, which admit or exclnde the water at pleasure, are adapted to the repair! 
of ships, during which they are kept dry, and when completed are floated out 

by admitting the tide. George’s Dock was constructed in the second year of 
George III., at an expense of £21,000; it was originally 246 yards in length, 

and 100 yards in breadth, with a quay of 700 yards in extent ; but it has been 

enlarged, and the quay is now 1001 yards in length. On the east side is a range 

of extensive wareh , in front of which is an arcade for foot passengers ; and 

on the west side, are sheds for protecting .the merchandize from the weather ; 

at the north and south ends of the dock are handsome cast-iron bridges, and a 

parade is continued westward for a considerable distance into the river: this 

dock has a communication with the two preceding docks, and also with the 

Prince’s Dock, by basins, which preclude the necessity of returning into the 

river. ‘The King’s Dock, constructed in the twenty-fifth year of George III., is 

270 yards in length, and 96 in breadth, and is appropriated to vessels laden with 

tobacco, which article is exclusively landed here: the new tobacco warehouses 
extend the whole length of the quay, on the west side, and are 575 feet in length 
and 239 in depth: the old warehouses on the opposite side, which were appro- 
priated to that purpose, have been converted into sheds for the security of mer- 
chandize. The Queen’s Dock, constructed at the same time, is 470 yards long, 
and 227 1-2 in breadth, with a spacious quay, and is chiefly occupied by vessels 
freighted with timber, and by those employed in the Dutch and Baltic trades ; 
at the south end it communicates with a basin of considerable extent, called the 
Brunswick Half-Tide Dock, which is also connected with the Brunswick Dry- 
Basin. On the south of the half-tide dock, a new dock of larger dimensions 
than any of the preceding, ror vessels laden with timber, is called the Brunswick 
Dock, with a basin to the south of it, and patent slips for the repairing of ves- 
sels. The Prince’s Dock is 500 yards in length, and 106 in breadth; at the 
north end is a spacious basin, belonging to it, and at the south end it communi- 
cates with the basin of George’s Dock. The Duke’s Dock, between Salthouse 
and the King’s Dock, is a small dock belonging to the trustees of the late Duke 
of Bridgewater, for the use of his flats, with commodious warehouses, The 
several carriers by water have also convenient basins on the river for the use of 
their barges, with quays for loading and unloading their goods ; and the Mersey 
and Irwell Navigation Company have a small dock called the Manchester Dock, 
for the flats employed in that extensive trade, and fer the transport to Liverpool 
of the productions of Cheshire and adjoining counties. The whole range of the 
docks, with the northern and southern additions, is 2 miles and 820 yards in 
Jength. Spacious as they are, they are still considered inadequate to the in- 
creasing commerce of the port, and measures are in contemplation for their fur- 
ther extension. The sums expended in the formation of these docks amount to 
more than two millions sterling ; for clearing them from the accumulation of 
silt brought in by the tide, a dredging machine, worked by a steam engine of 
ten-horse power, is in constant operation, by which fifty tons per hour are raised 
into barges, and deposited where it may be washed away by the current of the 
river,
